Harvests without Previous Sowing. 


—In the Schnellposl of yesterday we find 
an account of a method of compelling 
the wheat plant lo become perennial, 
like grass, and to perfect its grains annu- 
ally without annual sowing of seed, 
which has been successfully practiced at 
Constance, in Germany. 
It wasdiscov- 


ered by a steward of nn estate named 
Kern. 
His method, after ploughing and 


manuring the land, and sowing it with 
summer or winter wheat, is lo mow it in 
the spring before the ear makes its ap- 
pearance. 
This process is repealed sev- 


eral times in the season, and the product 
is used as hay. 
The plant is then allow- 


ed to grow and be cut in the usual man- 
ner. 
The 
next year it ripens earlier, 


and bears more abundantly than when 
treated in the ordinary manner. 
It is 


manured in the a u t u m n like grass in the 
meadows, and in the spring cleared from 
weeds. 
In this manner, from one field, 


four successive harvests have been gath- 
ered.—j.V. Y. Post.
